Inquiry 
begins 
into store 


A PUBLIC inquiry has be¬ 
gun into a decision to re¬ 
fuse plans for another su¬ 
permarket in Newmarket. 

Planning chiefs at For¬ 
est Heath District Council 
(FHDC) refused a bid by 
Unex group for a 3,716 
sq m Asda store on land 
bounded by Black Bear 
Lane, Rowley Drive and 
High Street in May last 
year on racing, heritage 
and retail grounds. 

At the same meeting 
bids were approved for 
a Morrisons, in Exning 
Road, and an expanded 
Tesco, in Fordham Road, 
while proposals for a 
Sainsburys on the George 
Lambton Playing Fields 
were turned down. 

Planning inspector 
John Gray was appointed 
by the secretary of state to

lead the five-day inquiry 
after Unex lodged an ap¬ 
peal against the decision. 

Chris Banner, counsel 
for the appellant, said: 
“The assertions that the 
development would be 
contrary to the horse rac¬ 
ing industry are without 
merit.” 

He argued the site has 
not been used for racing 
purposes - which would 
mean it is protected from 
development - since the 
late 1980s. 

Mr Banner said: “The 
real world benefits are 
more significant than the 
real world costs of the 
scheme. The benefits of 
the site being used for the 
development are greater 
and more certain than 


the benefits of the poten¬ 
tial reuse of the site for 
racehorse training pur¬ 
poses.” 

Unex has also applied 
for consent for refur¬ 
bishment of the derelict 
Queensbury Lodge site. 

Mr Banner said: “The 
development represents 
the first time in a gen¬ 
eration that it is possible 
to bring about a viable 
scheme for their repair 
and regeneration.” 

However Paul Shadare- 
vian, counsel acting for 
FHDC, said the site was 
part of the Newmarket 
Conservation Area and 
the Grade II listed build¬ 
ings at Queensbury Lodge 
“reflect unique elements” 
of Newmarket’s past.

Widow will ‘never 
forgive’ attackers

AN ELDERLY widow has said she will 
never forgive the masked men who 
attacked her in her home. 

Connie Hallford was in her liv¬ 
ing room in Arrowhead Drive, Lak- 
enheath, a week last Monday night 
when she heard a loud bang and 
three masked men bashed their way 
in through the door and hit her over 
the head, leaving her with a cut the 
size of a 50p piece. 

The 89-year-old was left lying on 
the floor with blood dripping down 
her face as the intruders ransacked 
the house before making their es¬ 
cape. 

She told the News: “I told them to 
clear off. 

“I asked them to get out of my 
house but one of them demanded I 
give them some money. 

“He kept shouting ‘Money, money, 
money’ and I said I didn’t have any 
as I am only a poor widow.” 

Connie, who has lived alone since 
her husband George died 12 years 
ago, spent the night at West Suffolk 


Hospital and is now making a good 
recovery in a care home. 

She said: “I believe Moses when 
he said an eye for an eye and a tooth 
for a tooth. If they are caught I think 
whipping would be a good idea. I 
will not forgive them.” 

Connie, who worked as an engi¬ 
neering tracer during the Second 
World War, has spoken out in the 
hope it will help bring her attackers 
to justice. 

She said: “I was frightened, but 
we’re brave people in this country. 

“If you had been in London in the 
war you would have seen that kind 
of bravery. I’ve been brought up like 
that.” 

Since the attack, more than 1,700 
people have liked a Lacebook page 
set up to show support for Connie 
and she has received flowers and 
chocolates from neighbours and 
friends. 

She said: “It is very nice to think 
that with all these evil people we still 
have lots of kind people who are very 
thoughtful.” 

Officers revisited the scene on 


Monday to speak to pedestrians and 
motorists. Twenty-five people were 
spoken to between 5.30pm and 9pm. 

Detective Inspector David Giles 
said: “Anniversary checks can often 
prove quite fruitful when we speak 
to people who haven’t yet been spo¬ 
ken to. 

“We hope having officers in the 
area may have jogged someone’s 
memory from last week. Something 
that may not have seemed signifi¬ 
cant at the time may be the small 
piece of information we need. 

“Connie is still receiving help and 
support and doing surprisingly well 
considering her ordeal. 

“We are determined to find the 
people responsible for this awful 
crime and I would urge anyone with 
information to come forward.” 

Crimestoppers is offering a £2,000 
reward for any information leading 
to the arrest and conviction of those 
responsible. 

Officers are keen to trace the occu¬ 
pants of a black Vauxhall car that was 
seen in the Back Lane area of Laken- 
heath around 7.30pm. Call 101.

Homes plan is 
given go ahead 


PERMISSION has been 
granted for 60 homes in 
Kentford - despite claims 
drivers are already play¬ 
ing “Russian roulette” on its 
busy roads. 

Planning chiefs at For¬ 
est Heath District Council 
voted on Monday to approve 
plans for houses at Kentford 
Lodge, in Herringswell Road, 
but refused proposals from 
rival developer Persimmon 
Homes for 88 homes on land 
east of Gazeley Road. 

The decision was post¬ 
poned earlier this month 
as Persimmon Homes had 
threatened the council with 
a judicial review if the bid 
was approved for the Kent¬ 
ford Lodge development. 

But councillors ignored 
the threat and approved the 
Kentford Lodge scheme, 
which would include 18 af¬ 
fordable houses and up to 
579 sq m of office space. 

Cllr Simon Cole, who rep¬ 
resents Exning, said: “If we

have to have houses in Kent¬ 
ford then this seems to me 
like quite an attractive op¬ 
tion.” 

But Cllr Carol Lynch, rep¬ 
resenting South ward, said 
there was not enough infra¬ 
structure to support the new 
homes, since Kentford had 
no school and few shops, 
and there were serious prob¬ 
lems with traffic passing 
through the village. 

She said: “I am very con¬ 
cerned about this. 

“For drivers it is almost 
like Russian roulette really 
because the crossings are 
slightly staggered so they 
cannot see properly.” 

The committee decided 
to approve the bid as it was 
considered to be in keeping 
with the village and would 
contribute to the district’s 
housing need. 

The bid for the Gaze- 


ley Road development was 
turned down due to its prox¬ 
imity to a nearby landfill site 
which has a potential for gas 
emission. 

There were also concerns 
the scheme would create 
“unplanned, unco-ordinated 
and unsustainable” develop¬ 
ment in the village. 

Adam Halford, principal 
planner for Bidwells who 
are acting on behalf of the 
applicant, said the develop¬ 
ment would provide proper 
investment in the village and 
bring much-needed housing 
for the district. 

But Cllr Chris Barker, who 
represents St Mary’s ward, 
said: “It has not been proved 
the gas emissions are safe. 

“I couldn’t support some¬ 
thing which I wouldn’t want 
myself. 

“I wouldn’t want to live so 
close to a landfill site and so 
I don’t think I would want to 
recommend that for some¬ 
one else.”

A FATHER-of-two will lace 
up his trainers for a 26-mile 
run just months after suf¬ 
fering a motorbike accident 
which left him struggling to 
walk. 

Chris Camps, of The Dip, 
Newmarket, broke his col¬ 
larbone last year while tak¬ 
ing part in the Formula 400 
British Motorcycle Racing 
Club Championship and 
was taken to hospital where 
he was given painkillers and 
discharged. 

The 37-year-old was di¬ 
agnosed with Crohn’s dis¬ 
ease as a student and the 
painkillers caused it to flare 
up - inflaming and twisting 
his intestine which caused a 
complete blockage. 

Chris’ health deteriorated 
and two days after the crash 
his wife Nicola took him to 
West Suffolk Hospital where 
he had to have surgery. 

While recovering from the 
surgery, Chris developed 
pneumonia and was kept in 
intensive care for three days. 

Nicola said: “I remember 
seeing the doctors trying to 
put a tube down his nose, 
and I could see the whites 
of his eyes - he looked really 
scared - it broke my heart. It 
was touch and go for a while 
and I was so scared I was go¬ 
ing to lose my husband.” 

After 33 days Chris was fi¬ 
nally discharged, nearly two 
stone lighter and barely able 
to walk by himself. 

Despite being told it could 
take up to a year to recover, 
Chris was back to work the 
next week at DesignCMC 
Ltd, in Newmarket and he 
returned to racing just six 
weeks later. 

He will run the London 
Marathon in April to raise 
money for Crohn’s and Co¬ 
litis UK.

He said: “Bike racing is 
inherently dangerous. The 
injuries I sustained from 
the accidents were minor 
in comparison to the sub¬ 
sequent health problems 


caused by my pre-existing 
condition. 

“I’ve found running has al¬ 
ways helped with the effects 
of Crohn’s disease and when 
I left hospital simply walk¬ 
ing was proving difficult. 
However, I’ve now slowly re¬ 
gained fitness and one of my 
other ambitions has always 
been to run the iconic Lon¬

Pilot had heart 
attack in plane

A GRANDFATHER has told 
how he cheated death when 
he suffered a heart attack - 
1,500ft in the air in his mi¬ 
crolight aircraft. 

John Lord, 64, was 20 min¬ 
utes into a solo flight on 
Saturday afternoon when 
he was gripped by crippling 
chest pains. 

Despite being in agony, 
John - a microlight pilot for 
24 years - struggled 10 miles 
back to his friend’s field near 
Wickhambrook and man¬ 
aged a “text book landing”. 

Within minutes of touch¬ 
ing down he announced “I 
think I’m going to die” be¬ 
fore he collapsed. 

Paramedics performed 
CPR and managed to revive 
him before rushing him to 
West Suffolk Hospital. 

The father-of-one was 
due to be transferred to the 
specialist heart unit at Pap- 
worth Hospital yesterday. 

Speaking from his hospi¬ 
tal bed John said: “It was a 
beautiful day and the wind 
was in the right direction so 
I thought I would go for a fly. 

“The chest pains started

to get more intense but I 
didn’t think it was anything 
serious. I thought they were 
down to being extremely hot 
so I was being optimistic at 
one point but then I thought 
to myself T must get back on 
the ground’.” 

He knew when he reached 
the ground something was 
seriously wrong. 

John said: “I said T think 
I’m going to die’ and the next 
thing I know the paramedic 
was doing CPR on me. 

“It is fortunate I didn’t car¬ 
ry on flying and that I decid¬ 
ed to come back when I did 


because if I hadn’t done then 
it could have been a very dif¬ 
ferent story.” 

John, of Bury St Edmunds, 
first got his pilot’s licence 
in 1989 and immediately 
became hooked. He is due 
to retire shortly and had 
planned to spend much of 
his retirement flying. 

He said: “That’s my flying 
days over. I’ve flown for over 
23 years and it was a very 
close call. I wouldn’t want to 
put the stress on my wife. 

“Somebody was looking 
after me on Saturday, that’s 
for sure.” 

John, who is married to 
wife Angela, 61, has also 
had to cancel his first re¬ 
tirement holiday to Florida 
next month as he faces eight 
weeks rehabilitation. 

An ambulance spokesman 
said: “It’s lucky for everyone 
involved that John was able 
to land the plane safely and 
fortunately our hard work¬ 
ing crew was then on hand 
to give immediate lifesaving 
treatment. We wish him all 
the best with the recovery 
process and hope he has a 
happy and healthy future 
ahead of him.”

Mr Shadarevian said: 
“From an historical area 
of paddocks, graced with 
its elegant access way 
and gated entrance and 
its clear association with 
the Fitzroy Stables, it will 
become nothing more 
than a ubiquitous com¬ 
mercial/retail area dom¬ 
inated by a superstore.” 

He argued the land 
was last used for racing 
purposes and should be 
protected from devel¬ 
opment under FHDC’s 
horse racing policy 

He also said the store 
would have an “unac¬ 
ceptable impact” on the 
vitality of the town cen¬ 
tre by drawing shoppers 
to the outskirts of town. 

The estimated impact 
of three out-of-town su¬ 
permarkets - Morrisons, 
Tesco and now Asda 

- would draw around 
£11.9 million of trade 
from the town centre, Mr 
Shadarevian said. 

The inquiry will hear 
from stakeholders, in¬ 
cluding Chris Milne, for 
Houldsworth Valley Pri¬ 
mary School, in Rowley 
Drive, and William Gittis, 
of the Newmarket Horse¬ 
men’s Group. 

Proceedings were ad¬ 
journed for a site visit.

Last week’s meeting of the par¬ 
ish planning committee, despite 
being a couple of members short, 
really gave their all as they dealt 
with the longest agenda for some 
time, the 11 items taking a good 
hour and a half to resolve. 

Many of these were related to 
tree work of varying kinds which 
may seem unimportant in the 
overall scheme of things, but 
for the people concerned it may 
make a considerable difference to 
their way of life. 

Other items included a change

Although 
the proposal to build 78 homes 
on land in the Worlington Road 
(actually in the parish of Barton 
Mills) is strictly not theirs, it was 
clearly felt that Mildenhall Coun¬ 
cil should have the opportunity 
to comment, as their Worlington 
colleagues had done a month ear¬ 
lier.

A MAN who racially 
abused a Chinese couple 
in a supermarket has been 
given a suspended prison 
sentence. 

Richard Dale, of Chest¬ 
nut Close, Mildenhall, de¬ 
nied racially aggravated 
harassment during a trial 
at Ipswich Crown Court 
earlier this month but was 
found guilty by the jury. 

The court heard that 
Dale, 53, had made offen¬ 
sive comments to the pair 
before inviting the man to 
go outside with him “to 
see what you are made of.” 

The incident happened 


at Tesco, in Ford- 
ham Road ; 
Newmarket 
on April 2 
2013. 

Dale re¬ 
ceived four 
months im¬ 
prisonment 
suspended for 
18 months yester¬ 
day and was ordered to 
pay £250 compensation to 
the two victims. 

During the trial, store 
staff said the Chinese cou¬ 
ple had raised concerns 
about Dale’s behaviour 
at the customer services 
desk.

Dale said

Duty manager Robert 
Spencer said: “He was very 
aggressive. It was like he 
really wanted to hit some¬ 
one.” 

As he was asked to leave 
he said: “I don’t believe 


you are chucking out an 
Englishman over a for¬ 
eigner,” said customer 
services manager Janice 
Mitchell. 

Dale said the woman 
had knocked into him 
with her shopping basket 
before the man swore at 
him in Chinese, which he 
understood from his army 
service and a short time 
later he saw the man ges¬ 
turing towards him before 
pushing him and walking 
off. 

While admitting that he 
had shouted and sworn, 
Dale said he had not made 
any reference to foreigners 
when he asked why he had 
to leave.

Residents are warned to 
watch out for tree fungi

A TREE surgeon has urged residents to check 
their trees for fungi to prevent them being 
toppled by bad weather. 

Ben Roberts, owner of Newmarket-based 
Anglia Tree Contractors, said many of the 
trees which have toppled were affected by 
fungus, causing them to be more vulnerable 
to winds and bad weather. 

Many of these incidents could have be 
avoided by using “common sense” to check 
if trees are healthy, according to Mr Roberts. 

A contractor for Cambridgeshire County 
Council, Mr Roberts said: “I have never known 
a year like this year. We have had so much bad 
weather that trees are just falling all over the 
place. It can be dangerous.” 

He said: “A lot of people aren’t aware of fun¬ 
gus in trees. If the fungus is in the cavity of a 
tree the fungus will grow and fruit every year.” 

Root rotting fungus is a problem, which can 
be hard to spot unless it is at the tree base. 

He said: “A tree fell over three driveways 
with a root rotting fungus. It could have eas¬ 
ily been avoided if someone had looked at it.” 


Problems often only come to light when 
there are high winds but Mr Roberts main¬ 
tained that residents should be more vigilant 
for vulnerable trees. 

He added: “It’s common sense. Treat the 
problem before it becomes a bigger problem.” 

Landowners must manage trees on their 
property while Forest Heath District Council 
(FHDC) tree officers inspect council owned 
land on a four year cycle or if any concerns 


are raised. Some areas are inspected more 
regularly. 

The FHDC spokeswoman said: “The tree of¬ 
ficer mentioned that there is a perfectly nor¬ 
mal, essential relationship between fungi and 
trees at all stages of their life, and expressed 
caution about fearing the worst if any sign of 
fungus is seen. 

“The advice if worried is to seek an expert’s 
help.”

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Call for rule change over 
aspirin during pregnancy 


AN expectant mother is call¬ 
ing for closer links between 
hospitals and pharmacies 
after being made to feel “irre¬ 
sponsible” when requesting 
aspirin. 

Paula Goodale, of Silvers 
Close, Soham, is at high risk 
of pre-eclampsia - a condi¬ 
tion which can lead to serious 
complications in the second 
half of pregnancy - and was 
told by Cambridge’s Rosie 
Hospital a small daily dose of 
the medicine would help. 

But when she requested 
75mg doses at pharmacies in 
Ely and Newmarket, she was 
forced to show her medical 
records, warned against the 
move and, on one occasion, 
refused point blank. 

The 37-year-old, who is 32 
weeks pregnant, was forced 
to send partner David Swin- 
ton, father of their 20-month- 
old daughter Brooke, to buy 
the drug from a supermarket. 

Aspirin is not licensed 
for over-the-counter sale to 
pregnant women, but Paula 
said rules should change. 

She said: “When you go to

the Rosie you are given a 50- 
page pack of information and 
personal records to take you 
through your pregnancy and 
mine clearly states that I am 
at high risk of pre-eclampsia 
because my mum and sis¬ 
ter had it. It recommends a 
daily dose of aspirin between 
weeks 12 and 36, but in try¬ 
ing to get it from pharmacies 
I have been made to feel that 
I am irresponsible and doing 
a bad thing. 

“I worry about the strain 
put on young mothers in the 
same situation, especially 
if they are not as aware of 
the benefits of aspirin - they 
question the mixed messages 
they are being told.” 

Anna Shasha, head of mid¬ 
wifery at the Rosie, said it 
was normal practice to pre¬ 
scribe aspirin to woman at 
risk of pre-eclampsia, in line 
with the NICE guidance and 
backed up by the Royal Col¬ 
lege of Obstetrics and Gynae¬ 
cologists.

PARTS of Newmarket and the sur¬ 
rounding area could be at risk 
from sinkholes, a Cambridge aca¬ 
demic has warned. 

Sinkholes are a growing prob¬ 
lem in the south-east, with craters 
up to 35ft wide appearing in High 
Wycombe and Hemel Hemp¬ 
stead. 

People in Newmarket, Pul- 
bourn, and Saffron Walden are at 
risk because the area sits on lime¬ 
stone, which when combined 
with an abundance of acidic rain¬ 
water brings the potential for the 
surface to cave in at any moment. 

Dr Nigel Woodcock, of Cam¬ 
bridge University’s Department 
of Earth Sciences, said: “It isn’t a 
cause for pressing the panic but¬ 
ton, but if you are on limestone 
there is a theoretical possibility. 

“They are quite rare, however 
they are increasing because of 
the rising water table, which sees 
water flowing faster around what 
you could call the plumbing sys¬ 
tem underground. 


“They go within a few seconds, 
it’s such a catastrophic collapse. 
There may be warning signs such 
as a cracked driveway, but they 
can happen with barely any warn¬ 
ing at all.” 

Sinkholes form when acidic wa¬ 
ter erodes the limestone beneath 
the surface creating cavernous 
spaces. Sand and mud falls down 
when it is no longer held up by the 


rock and takes the surface with 
it. This is more likely to happen 
when there is more water around, 
such as after the recent rain. 

Dr Woodcock said he hoped 
checks were made before roads 
such as the All and A14 were 
built, but he knows not enough 
is being done by developers to 
make sure they do not built on 
risky sites. 


Lights amnesty 
week hopes to 
educate cyclists 


CYCLISTS riding without lights will be 
given the chance to avoid a fine as a 
part of a week-long amnesty. 

The campaign, which runs until 
Friday, aims to highlight the dangers 
and remind cyclists they can be fined 
£50 if they ride without lights. 

Sgt Mark Shipton, of Newmarket 
Safer Neighbourhood Team, said: 
"Cyclists riding without lights are not 
only putting their own lives at risk, 
but are a danger to other road users 
and pedestrians who are not able to 
see them. Through this initiative we 
hope to educate cyclists and give them 
a chance to make themselves safer 
whilst out on the roads, rather than just 
simply penalise them." 

During the amnesty anyone caught 
without lights will be offered the 
chance to avoid paying a fine by buying 
and fitting lights to their bike and 
bringing proof to the police that they 
have done this. 

Failure to do so will then result in the 
fine being processed. 

Elemental Bikes and Halfords, in 
Newmarket, will offer subsidised rates 
on lights during the week.

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Dial-a-ride in 
£35k appeal 
for mini-bus 


AN APPEAL has been launched to raise 
£35,000 for a dial-a-ride service which pro¬ 
vides “a lifeline” for vulnerable people. 

The Voluntary Network, based in All Saints 
Road, Newmarket, needs a new mini-bus to 
replace the current vehicle used for its dial- 
a-ride service, which is facing increasing 
passenger demands in the Newmarket area. 

A number of fundraising activities are be¬ 
ing planned and other sources of funding are 
being investigated, but the group is calling 
on the community to support the appeal. 

It is hoped the new vehicle will be opera¬ 
tional by the summer. 

Caroline Robinson, Voluntary Network 
Manager, said: “Our dial-a-scheme really 
does provide a lifeline for some of the most 
vulnerable members of the community, in¬ 
cluding the elderly, those with impaired mo¬ 
bility and adults with learning disabilities. 

“The service allows these people to take 
part in community activities and carry out 
the routine tasks that many of us take for 
granted, such as going shopping, paying 
bills, attending medical appointments and

visiting loved ones. These people do not 
have access to other forms of transport so 
they would be isolated and, in some cases, 
lonely without the dial-a-ride.” 

In addition to its dial-a-ride service, the 
organisation also runs a community car 
scheme where volunteers use their own ve¬ 
hicles and a Wheels within Wheels facility 
using a smaller wheelchair accessible vehi¬ 
cle for those unable to use public transport. 

It also has two demand responsive bus 
services. 

Caroline said: “We are calling on local or¬ 
ganisations, businesses and individuals in 
the Newmarket area to support our appeal 
either by making a donation or holding their 
own fundraising event. 

“We have seen a big demand for the ser¬ 
vice in the Newmarket area and we desper¬ 
ately need this new vehicle to replace one 
that is ageing.”

Pigs unearth an 
unexploded shell

A FARMER was forced to call in bomb 
disposal experts after his pigs made 
an explosive discovery. 

The porcine detectives came across 
a Second World War shell buried 
under their pig pen at Saint Anton 
farm in Higham Road, Tuddenham, 
on Monday, February 17, at around 
1.50pm. 

A rifle bullet was also found among 
the group of animals. 

Police and bomb disposal experts 
were called to the scene and removed 
the shell safely. 

The wartime shell measured around 
one foot in length and six inches in di¬ 
ameter. 

A spokesperson for Suffolk Con¬ 
stabulary said: “We received a call at 
1.35pm from someone saying they 
believed they had discovered a Sec¬ 
ond World War shell in a field. 


“They suspected it was unexploded. 
“Police attended and the bomb dis¬ 
posal team was called at 3.30pm. 

“The bomb and the rifle bullet were 


taken safely away.” 

The shell is believed to date back to 
the Second World War when the farm 
was used as an airfield.

LONDON and its darkest stories are the theme 
for The Tyburn Tree , the new collaboration 
between two acclaimed Ivor Novello 2013 winning 
artists: multi-award-winning British saxophonist, 
composer and record producer John Harle and 
iconic singer Marc Almond. 

The concept album, The Tyburn Tree - Dark 
London , was released on Sospiro Noir (and 
distributed by Proper Records) this week. The 
project will receive its live premiere during a UK 
tour which includes Cambridge Corn Exchange 
on Tuesday, March 4, as part of the venue's 
adventurous new live music programming strand 
cornex: discover. 

Andrew Burton caught up with Marc Almond 
and John Harle over email about what musical 
treats lie in store. . . 

What should audiences expect when they see The 
Tyburn Tree? 

Marc Almond: The concert will be a live 
performance of the album with a little added 
theatricality. John may extend a couple of the 
pieces for live. Even I'm not too sure what to 
expect at this point, the piece is quite powerful. 

John Harle: An exciting show full of rhythm, 
energy and Marc singing at his best! We have 
an incredible band, including Ian Thomas on 
drums (Seal/George Michael/Eric Clapton/Mark 
Knopfler) and Sarah Leonard, who I have worked 
with for years and is the voice of my theme for 
Silent Witness. 

Have you collaborated before and what was it 
that brought you together to create this piece? 

MA: I sang on a couple of tracks on John's 
album Art Music last year, inspired by the 
paintings of David Hockney. We both share a 
love of British history, particularly London's dark 
history. 

JH: Marc sang on my album Art Music last 
year, but we've been planning The Tyburn Tree 
for longer than that. It seemed that we'd both 


been planning this album independently of 
each other, because when we met around two 
years ago, we described the same album to each 
other! 

What was it that particularly drew you to the 
subject matter of London’s dark history? 

MA: London's colourful and dark history 
has always held a deep fascination for me 
and I've collected and read many books on 
it. My favourite is Peter Ackroyd's London: 

A Biography. London is a place of myth 
and legend, none more so than the myths 
surrounding Jack The Ripper and the area of 
London where the murders happened and the 
speculation of who did it. 

JH: We are both from the north of England, 
but spent most of our working lives in London. 
Northerners see and think about London 
differently to Londoners. They see the roots of 
power in the streets and the romance of the 
history in a different way. This is a love affair 
with a mythological and dark history of London. 
What sort of music is it? 

MA: The music actually covers quite a few 
genres from folk to techno ambient and classical. 
There's some very tribal drums in a couple of 
songs, brass and voices. Quite apocalyptic. I joke 
with John that it's very progressive rock. 

JH: Yes, this is definitely progressive music. 
Heavily influenced by rock, electronica and 
classical together. Fun and quirky - but with a 
solid beat! 

The music from The Tyburn Tree is probably 
impossible to categorise but can you explain to 
readers what sort of mood or ambience it creates 
and how it will make them feel? 

MA: I hope it will excite them and give them 
goosebumps. 

JH: It should feel like a dream - surreal, 
subconscious elements vying for dominance - 
surprising and ultimately both fun and uplifting.

THE BOOK THIEF

DEATH haunts every frame 
of Brian Percival's wartime 
drama. 

The Grim Reaper (voiced by 
Roger Allam) is the mellifluous 
narrator of this beautifully 
crafted story of courage and 
determination during the 
Second World War, based on 
the international bestseller 
of the same name by Markus 
Zusak. 

Unseen until the final 
frames, the shadowy figure 
casts an unsentimental eye 
over characters in the midst of 
bitter and bloody conflict. 

"The only truth that I truly 
know is that I am haunted 
by humans," he confides. 

In particular, Death is 
haunted by a girl called Liesel 
Meminger (Sophie Nelisse). 

As tensions escalate across 
Europe, Liesel bids a tearful 
farewell to her Communist 
mother (Heike Makatsch) and 
is delivered into the care of 
foster parents Hans and Rosa 
Hubermann (Geoffrey Rush, 
Emily Watson). 

With encouragement from 
Hans, Liesel learns to read and 
develops a voracious appetite 
for books which is sated in 
secret by the mayor's wife lisa 



(Barbara Auer, who owns a 
vast library of texts, many of 
which would go up in flames 
at one of the Nazis' book¬ 
burning ceremonies. 

Liesel hides these visits 
from everyone, including her 
neighbour and good friend 
Rudy Steiner (Nico Liersch), 
who proudly enrols in the 
Hitler Youth movement. 

One night, a Jewish refugee 
called Max Vandenburg 
(Ben Schnetzer) arrives at 
the Hubermanns' home and 
they offer him shelter in the 
basement. 

Liesel becomes complicit 
in Max's concealment. 
However, when school bully 
Franz Deutscher (Levin Liam) 
overhears Liesel confessing 
her secret to Rudy, it seems 
that Max's grim fate is sealed. 

Intercut with Death's words 
of wisdom, The Book Thief 
is a handsome and poignant 
drama that compels us to care 
about the heroine as she risks 


her life to protect the people 
she loves from annihilation. 

Nelisse is an endearing 
screen presence, whose 
innocence provides a glimmer 
of light during the darkness of 
the film's tense and harrowing 
moments. She gels splendidly 
with Rush as the man of 
principle with a heart of gold, 
and Watson is imperious in 
opening scenes as an iron- 
fisted matriarch who, as Hans 
puts it, "isn't as strong as she 
looks." 

John Williams's Oscar- 
nominated score resonates 
loud and clear and is 
complemented by excellent 
production design and 
costumes that evoke the 
turbulent period between 
1938 and 1942. 

Like Death, we too are 
haunted by Liesel and her 
incredible journey, which 
lingers in the memory long 
after the curtain falls on 
Percival's impressive picture.

A touch of 

texture 


ITALIAN garden designer Luciano Giubbilei is 
famous for his creations of understated elegance, 
simple and clean symmetrical design complimented 
by his use of nature, materials, light, space and 
art. 

His style is modern but uses formal approaches 
and clipped plants, while his 
designs are dominated by 
trees, hedges and grasses, with 
frequent repeat planting - and 
there is an all-important texture 
to all his gardens too. 

"Texture is not something that 
we just look at, it's something 
that we experience," Giubbilei 
explains. "Certain surfaces 
make you observe where you 
are going to be walking, for 
example. Smooth surfaces are 
easy to walk on, which will 
encourage you to look further 
afield to observe a space more in depth." 

Texture isn't solely focused on the physical feel 
of something, he continues. 

"Texture is associated with emotion. The way we 
experience space isn't just visual." 

He has used this vision to create the Laurent- 
Perrier show garden at this year's RHS Chelsea 
Flower show, comprising a simple geometric 


layout juxtaposed with detail which explores the 
contrasting concepts of stillness and movement, 
elegance and rawness. 

The walls of concrete and metal combine lustres 
and materials; the stone surfaces are executed 
with contrasting finishes; the flow and reflection 
of the water gives light and 
animation to the space. The 
planting features delicate forms 
alongside bolder architectural 
leaves - providing a colour 
spectrum of yellows, creams 
and whites, punctuated by 
accents of blue, with a backdrop 
of deep green foliage. 

A strong wooden sculpture 
designed by highly acclaimed 
American artist Ursula von 
Rydingsvard will also contribute 
to the garden's exploration of 
texture. 

He insists you don't need designers of the 
highest level to make texture work though, and 
says it can be created in any garden, even the 
smallest space. 

"If I just had a patio and I wanted to create 
texture, the only thing I need is one beautiful tree. 
That would create the texture."

textures. Cluster groups of pots together 
combining clipped evergreens with more fluid 
plants such as ferns. He favours predominantly 
green schemes, but these could be enhanced with 
the inclusion of pots of bulbs such as Tulipa 'Belle 
Epoch', with double flowers in shades of coffee 
mousse, flushed with pink. 

In a wider space, placing clipped plants such 
as box or beech hedging next to wilder varieties 
such as ferns, which are softer and less uniform, 
will create an effective contrast of stillness and 
movement. 

"People can create a mood in their garden using 
green, big-leaved plants such as hostas, ligularia 


and darmera (umbrella plant), which give you 
weight in a border. That weight also creates a 
certain feeling of calm." 

In the Laurent-Perrier garden, the hard materials 
include a concrete wall, a cedar wood sculpture 
with a backdrop of concrete. 

Giubbilei adds how he believes in the use of 
straight lines in his designs. "For me, the straight 
line has an honesty about it but the curve is trying 
to mimic. You never have to see a straight line. It 
can be perfectly hidden with planting on the very 
edge of the line."

New role for Crisford 
in Godolphin shake-up 


SIMON Crisford is to leave his long¬ 
standing role as Godolphin racing 
manager and will take up a new 
position as a global racing adviser 
as part of a number of changes 
in Sheikh Mohammed’s equine 
empire intended to “streamline and 
improve management oversight”, a 
statement said. 

Only last year Godolphin and 
Sheikh Mohammed were hit by 
the Mahmood A1 Zarooni drugs 
scandal that saw the trainer warned 
off for eight years. 

An investigation led by Lord 
Stevens at Sheikh Mohammed’s 
request recently concluded A1 Za¬ 
rooni had acted alone, but made 
a number of recommendations 
including “stronger management, 
clearer accountability and better 
internal communication within the 
equestrian organisation”. 

A statement released by Dubai- 
based Falcon and Associates on 
behalf of Godolphin and Sheikh 
Mohammed’s transport company 
Janah Management said train¬ 
ers Saeed bin Suroor and Charlie 
Appleby would act as chief spokes¬ 
men for their respective stables, 
and that the position of racing 
manager “no longer exists”. 

It read: “A number of changes 
have been made at Godolphin and 
Janah in response to the findings 
and recommendations from the 
extensive internal review led by 
Lord Stevens. 

“The changes are intended to 
streamline and improve manage¬ 
ment oversight; safeguard horse 
welfare and ensure compliance 
with all relevant laws and regu¬ 
lations. They re-emphasize the 
role of trainers as the individuals 
responsible for their particular rac¬ 
ing stables and make clear that they 
hold the delegated authority of the 
owner as defined by the condition

The statement added: “Godol¬ 
phin trainers in the US, France and 
Ireland will report to owner repre¬ 
sentative John Ferguson. 

“All Godolphin non-racing ser¬ 
vices, such as hospitality and corpo¬ 
rate entertainment, will be moved to 
Falcon. 

“Diana Cooper will leave Godol¬ 
phin and take her talents, expertise 
and energy to Falcon as Head of 
Charities. She will report to John Fer¬ 
guson, chairman of Falcon, and work 
out of the Darley Stud Office in the 
UK and the Falcon office in Dubai. 
Three veterinarians have resigned. 

“Quest (global advisory firm) will 
temporarily act as the audit and 
compliance unit for Godolphin, 
Darley and Janah until the creation 
of a permanent audit and compli¬ 
ance unit.”

Lady Cecil, trainer and widow of 
the late Sir Henry Cecil, said: “I was 
delighted when I heard that Epsom 
wanted to celebrate Henry’s life 
and career by staging this year’s In¬ 
vestec Oaks in his memory. 

“The Oaks is the Classic in which 


Henry enjoyed the greatest success 
with a total of eight victories. 

“They were all special to him, 
but I can vividly recall his immense 
pleasure when Light Shift won the 
race in 2007 for the Niarchos Fam¬ 
ily. That was such a wonderful day 
for Henry and everyone at Warren 
Place.” 

Andrew Cooper, head of racing 
and clerk of the course at Epsom 
said: “We are honoured to an¬ 
nounce that the Investec Oaks has 
been named in memory of Sir Hen¬ 
ry Cecil for this year’s renewal. 

“His record in this race was excep¬ 
tional, and few present will ever for¬ 
get the emotion generated following 
his 2007 win with Light Shift.”
